A SEAMLESS TUBRE.

fhere Are Three Operations By
Which It May Be Made.

Henry Souther said at a Tecent mecting
of the Nasiona! Assoclation of Mechanical
Enginecrs that the scientific and technlcal
designation of a tube, whother seamed of
seamless, ded solely upon the tube
itsolf and mot upon the process followed
in its manufacture. Referring to the dio-
tionary you will find that the word *‘seam-
less"’ means without seam, which conveys
no light upon the subject. Turning to the
word ‘*seam,"” it isfound that it is deflned
asa joint, suture, or line of union &nd here
in the last term we find the key. A tube
jointed in any way cannot bo seamless. If
in the primary stages of its munufacture
it be lap, butt or lock jointed, it cannol
by ony subsequent operstion be deprived
of the seam and. thercfore cannot be con-
gidered when completed as being seamless,

A strletly scamless tube may be made
by any one of threo operations—{first, a
billet mnay bo by successive steps punched
into tho form of & tube with extremely
thick sides, and these may then by the ar
dipary drawing processes be reduced to a
tubo with thin walls; next, the billet may
be bored or the blank may be cast with a
hole in it and in ecither case then drawes
to tlie required dimensions; thirdly, the
tubo may be made by the cupping process,
which consists in taking a disk of the
metal, forming it lato a cup shape, grad
ually clongating the cup and reducing it
in diameter and finally by this means pro-
ducing a tube.

FEach and a1l of these processes yield a
tube which 1s absolutely scamless and
about which there isand can be no dis-
pute. Inall tubes formed with a seam
the edges have first been separated,.then
united, either by lap or butt wold or by
some lock joint system, and in these the
joint cannot be eliminated by any aftet
processes. Tho custom houses of the
United States recognize the difference be-
tween & seam and a seamless tobe. A
geamless tubo is one in which the walld
have never been separated from the tima
the metal was in a molten condition to the
time of the completion of the tube.—Iron

Spankisg Conviets.

When convicts in the Colorado state
prison become unruly, instead of being
confined to bread and water solitary con-
finement they are epanked, the Ilnstru-
ment used being o paddle a little more
than 2 feet long, 8 inches wide and weigh-
ing 151 ounces.
